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Bid to turn pits into 
public nature park 


CAMPAIGNERS are 
demanding an Ely 
wildlife haven is made 
a publicly-owned nat¬ 
ure reserve to protect 
it from commercial 
development. 

Liberal Democrats in 
Ely are calling for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the RSPB to 
work towards making 
Roswell Pits a public 
nature park. 

They are still waiting for 
landowner Jeremy Tyrell to 
submit a planning application

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for a marina on the site - which 
campaigners say is a haven for 
wild birds. 

But councillor Sue Austen 
wants the council and the RSPB 
to act to “secure the site for 
public good, and prevent it from 
commercial development”. 

She said: “Local people are 
outraged at the works currently 
being carried out at the pits and 
at the lack of consultation about 
the plans for the site. 

“Ely Lib Dems are very 
concerned about possible 
damage to wildlife at this 
beautiful area of Ely.” 


The Lib Dems have started a 
petition calling on the district 
council and the RSPB to 
preserve the site as a nature 
reserve. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire said it would 
take “several hundred thousand 
pounds” for a council or charity 
to buy the site, if it was for sale. 

He said: “Where is that money 
going to come from? We are 
concerned for the future of 
Roswell Pits and anything that is 
done on site that contravenes 
planning law. 

“We have kept a close eye on 
the site and the area is now 
covered by a blanket tree 
preservation order. We are 
waiting for a planning appli¬ 


cation that will go through 
the formal process.” 

Natural England, a Govern¬ 
ment body responsible for 
protecting the country’s 
environment, says it has written 
to Mr Tyrell expressing 
concerns that rare bitterns may 
be disturbed by plans for more 
power boats on the site. 

Mr Tyrell told the Weekly 
News he had not been contacted 
by anyone regarding making 
Roswell Pits a nature reserve. 

He said: “Normally if some¬ 
one wants to purchase some¬ 
thing from someone then they 
approach the owner.”

A-LEVEL students 
in Ely were cele¬ 
brating last week 
after notching up 
another set of fine 
exam results. 

Pupils at the King’s 
School Ely and Ely Sixth 
Form College opened 
their long-awaited en¬ 
velopes and discovered 
if they had earned their 
coveted university 
places. 

One in five students at 
The King’s School Ely 
East Anglia’s oldest 
school, achieved straight 
As in their three prin¬ 
cipal A-level subjects. 

Among them are a trio 
whose results have 
secured their Oxbridge 
places. 

Former Ely Cathedral 
head chorister William 
Gardner will read music 
at Jesus College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he has 
been offered a music 
scholarship. He got A 
grades in French, music 
and religious studies. 

Also off to Cambridge, 
where he will study 
natural sciences at St 
John’s College, is Toby 
Al-Mugheiry who got 
straight As in biology, 
chemistry and maths. 

Nouri Verghese will 
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take up his place to read 
modern languages at 
Pembroke College, Ox¬ 
ford. He got As in 
history, religious studies 
and Spanish. 

Overall 38 per cent of 
passes were graded A 
and 80 per cent were 
graded A-C in a total of 
29 subjects. 

Sue Freestone, head¬ 
teacher at the King’s 
School, said: “We are 
very pleased with these 
results. They reflect 
years of hard work from 
a group of committed 
young people. They are a 
credit to themselves and 
to the school and we are 
very proud of them.” 

Results were slightly 
down year-on-year at Ely 
Sixth Form College and 
Ian Gartshore, princi¬ 
pal, said it was a myth 
that A-levels were 
getting easier for stu¬ 
dents. 

The A-E pass rate 
improved from 96 per 
cent last year to 99.2 per 
cent this year but the A- 
C results were down 
from 54 per cent last 
year to 51 per cent. 

Mr Gartshore said: 


“We are delighted that 
nearly 100 per cent of 
our students collected A- 
E grades. It is a fiction 
that A-levels are getting 
easier and students still 
need to work very hard 
to do well. 

“Students these days 
are under intense 
pressure to succeed and 
often they have to 
balance their studies 
with part-time jobs so 
they can save up the 
money needed to go to 


university. 

“If students do not get 
the results they need 
they should not panic, 
they should contact 
their chosen university 
who should be able to 
tell them the same day 
whether they still have a 
place but they also have 
reserve places to 
consider. 

“Congratulations 
should go to all our staff 
and students.”

Top bowls player 
dies after contest 


Tributes paid to skipper

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a top bowls 
player who collapsed 
and died after taking 
part in a national 
competition. 

Peter Creak, of St John’s 
Road, Ely, slipped into uncons¬ 
ciousness shortly after he and 
his two playing partners were 
eliminated in the first round 
of the national bowls finals. 

With his wife and bowling 
pals at his side he was rushed 
to hospital, but the 73-year-old, 
who played for the City of Ely 
bowls club, never regained 
consciousness. 

Sylvia, his wife of 49 years, 
paid tribute to her husband, 
who also played for the Ely B 
outdoors team, and said she 
was hugely proud of his 
success on the bowling green. 


She said: “I was so proud of 
him when he got to compete at 
the national finals, even 
though his triple was knocked 
out in the first round - he did 
so well to get that far. 

“He said to me, ‘It took me 35 
years to get here’, and I told 
him he had done marvellously 
for a man of 73 - he must have 
been the oldest skipper on the 
green.” 

After Peter and his fellow 
Ely players were knocked out 
of the contest in Worthing last 
Thursday, they went for a 
casual game of 10-pin bowling 
before returning to the hotel 
where they were staying. 

Sylvia said: “As we were 
walking back at about 10.30pm 
he said, T feel puffed out’, and I 
asked if he wanted to stop for a 
while, but he said he was OK 
and we would soon be back at 


the hotel. 

“When we got there we went 
to the bar and then sat down at 
a table in the corner. As I was 
at the bar I looked at him, and 
I could see he wasn’t right. 

“I went over, but he didn’t 
know I was there or anything, 
and when we called the 
paramedics they told us he 
was very ill. He died in 
hospital a while later.” 

Peter, who would have 
celebrated the 50th anni¬ 
versary of his marriage to 
Sylvia in March next year, 
spent 17 years of his working 
life at a now defunct brewery 
in Ely, the city where he was 
born, and finished it as a 
forklift truck driver. 

He is survived by his wife, a 
daughter, two sons, five grand¬ 
children and one great-grand¬ 
child.

Driver of crash 
bus was careless

A BUS driver has 
admitted careless 
driving after an A14 
crash in which 11 
passengers were 
hurt. 

Brian Bristow, 53, 
ploughed his Stagecoach 
bus into the back of a 
truck while carrying 
passengers from Cam¬ 
bridge to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Ely Magistrates’ 
Court heard. 

After hitting the truck 
he swerved and collided 
with a Volvo V40. 

Bristow damaged his 
back and rib cage in the 
impact. It is believed one 
passenger was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
with Bristow and 10 
other passengers re¬ 
ceived minor injuries in 
the incident. It is bel¬ 
ieved the occupants of 
the other vehicles invol¬ 
ved were unhurt. 

Bristow, of Cherry 
Rise, Ely, has been 
suffering with a heart 
problem since the 
incident on January 31. 
He had also been off 
work until earlier this

month after having his 
licence revoked. 

Ely magistrates heard 
that despite not turning 
up in person Bristow 
admitted driving with¬ 
out due care and atten¬ 
tion. 

Andy Campbell, the 
managing director for 
Cambridgeshire Stage¬ 
coach, confirmed his 
employee had been off 


work for seven months, 
initially due to his 
injuries, but latterly 
because he was without 
his licence while the 
case went to court. 

He said that since 
returning Bristow had 
been given ticketing 
duties. 

Mr Campbell said an 
internal investigation 
would now be carried out 
which would decide 
whether Bristow would 
be able to return to 
driving duties. 

He added: “We set very 
high standards at Stage¬ 
coach. 

“We have a driving 
school in which we train 
all our staff and we also 
offer refresher training 
to all our employees. 

“This is taken by 
qualified instructors 
and ensures our stand¬ 
ards are kept high.” 

Mr Campbell said 
Bristow would now be 
disciplined using intern¬ 
al company procedures. 

Ely magistrates ad¬ 
journed the case until 
September 6. It was 
decided it was unfair to 
sentence Bristow when 
he was not in court to 
answer the charge.

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Businesses rush to have 
say in road charge debate

BUSINESSES are queuing 
up to take part in a special 
debate about Cambridge’s 
proposed congestion 
charge. 

The event, set for Monday 
September 17, is open to all 
members of Cambridge Chamber 
of Commerce and the Federation 
of Small Businesses. 

A chamber spokeswoman said 
there had been an “unprece¬ 
dented” response from bus¬ 
inesses who wanted to be 
represented at the event. Many 
fear the charge will place a huge 
financial burden on staff, forcing 
them to find jobs elsewhere. 

She said: “The topic is 
currently at the forefront of 
debate by so many businesses 
and people in our community, 
and we expect between 150 and 
200 representatives will be 
coming along. 

“It will take the form of an 
informed debate to consider all 
views as to whether congestion 
charging would be either a 
catastrophe or a cure and 
consider the practical imple¬ 
mentation and operation of such 
a scheme. 

“We are very pleased that 


senior councillors and officers 
from the county council will be 
attending to present their 
reasoning for the planned intro¬ 
duction of congestion charging 
and supporting their view that this 
will be a cure.” 

The spokeswoman added: “In 
addition, we will also have the 
opportunity to objectively hear 
why others believe that this could 
well turn into a catastrophe. 

“We will be able to listen to a 


variety of views and also debate 
the relative merits of what is being 
proposed.” 

She said many of the businesses 
involved were against the intro¬ 
duction of the charge for driving 
into the city, which the council 
proposes could be up to £5 a day 

“Some, however, are also in 
favour of it,” she added. 

A detailed programme for the 
debate, which will be chaired by 
Prof Walter Herriot, is now being 


finalised and will be published 
soon. 

The debate will be held at the De 
Vere University Arms Hotel in 
Regent Street, Cambridge, from 
6pm to 8pm.

Farmers hit 
by controls 
win praise 


FARMERS have 
been praised for 
sticking to strict 
livestock move¬ 
ment restrictions 
during the latest 
foot and mouth 
alert. 

The main ques¬ 
tion livestock far¬ 
mers have been 
asking of the 
Cambridgeshire’s 
trading standards 
department is 
whether they can 
move animals 
from field to field 
because some are 
running short of 
fodder. 

This type of 
movement is curr¬ 
ently not allowed 
but officers are in 
daily contact with 
the Department for 
Environment, 
Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra) to 
check when the 
ban will be lifted. 

In the meantime 
animals must not 
be moved from 
field to field - if 
feed is short, more 
should be taken to 
the livestock. 

Defra is only 


allowing the move¬ 
ment of livestock 
from farms 
straight to ap¬ 
proved abattoirs or 
for the removal of 
dead animals by 
approved collect¬ 
ors. Vehicles and 
animals must be 
disinfected and the 
proper paperwork 
produced. 

Jeremy Adams, 
lead trading stan¬ 
dards officer on 
animal health, 
said: “We would 
like to thank far¬ 
mers across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire for 
sticking to these 
strict conditions 
during this cur¬ 
rent outbreak, as 
any breaches of 
the rules are likely 
to prolong move¬ 
ment restrictions. 

“These are in¬ 
credibly difficult 
times for farmers 
who have under¬ 
standable con¬ 
cerns about their 
livestock.”

MORE lives will be 
saved by emergency 
doctors now they can 
take to the skies in a 
new helicopter. 

Magpas, the emergency 
medical charity, has joined 
forces with the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance, to fly to 
emergencies across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Bed¬ 
fordshire. 

A Magpas doctor and 
paramedic will fly in the Air 
Ambulance’s new helicopter, 
Anglia Two, along with a 
paramedic from the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust. Based at RAF 
Wyton, they will use the 
helicopter when it is quicker 
than using the Magpas car. 

Dr Rod Mackenzie, mem¬ 
ber of the pioneering 
Magpas emergency medical

team, said: “Magpas pro¬ 
vides specialist doctors and 
paramedics to support the 
ambulance service across 
the county and if we can get 
them to the scene much 
more quickly and efficiently 
using the East Anglia Air 
Ambulance’s new helicopter 
that will be great.” 

For the past six years 
Magpas has been able to use 
the police helicopter, but 
they will have sole use of the 
new helicopter five days a 
week during daylight hours. 

Anglia Two is in 
operation in Cambridge¬ 
shire and Bedfordshire 
thanks to four months of 
fundraising by the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance.

Previously, Bedfordshire 
had no access to an air 
ambulance service while 
Cambridgeshire shared 
Anglia One, the charity’s 
existing air ambulance, with 
Norfolk and Suffolk. 

Typically, the air amb¬ 
ulance is called out four 
times a day Last year it was 
called to 175 incidents in 
Cambridgeshire, but it is 
hoped the addition of the 
BK 117 aircraft will mean 
they can respond to even 
more emergencies. 

The helicopter is equipped 


with the latest medical 
equipment and is spacious 
enough to convey a family 
member with a patient. It 
will cost the air ambulance 
£1 million a year to run, 
and an additional £100,000 
per year to pay the amb¬ 
ulance service for a para¬ 
medic. 

Simon Gray, executive 
director of the air amb¬ 
ulance, said: “We now have 
two helicopters for four 
counties, which will cert¬ 
ainly benefit people in the 
region. 


“Now we are desperate 
for the helipad at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital to get up 
and running so we do not 
have to land at the Gog 
Magog golf course and 
then take people by land 
ambulance to the hospital.” 

Kelly Cooke, air ambu¬ 
lance fundraiser, said: “As 
the aircraft goes into 
service, we’re working 
closely with our colleagues 
at Magpas to bring even 
higher levels of clinical 
care to the victims of 
medical emergencies and 


accidents in the region.” 

Magpas, which was 
called out 476 times in 2006, 
has 50 doctors and para¬ 
medics, and is on call seven 
days a week. 

They will continue to 
use their Magpas car and 
the police helicopter, which 
has night lights, on an 
evening. 

Christian Morris, Mag¬ 
pas spokesman, said: “With 
this new, fully integrated 
service, we will be able to 
save more lives across the 
region in years to come.”

aware of the potential consequences of 
Multiplex’s application being approved. 

Coun Hunt said: “The effect will be 
worse than that of an invasion. 
Everybody in every strand of society 
will be screwed up by the development. 

“I am concerned that people don’t 
realise the effect this development will 
have. I am prepared to break the law to 
oppose it.” 

Multiplex will arrive in Haddenham 
on October 9 to persuade a six-week 
planning inquiry that its proposed 
Mereham development should go ahead 
west of the A10 near the Stretham 
roundabout. Coun Hunt wants the local 
community to register their wish to 
speak at the inquiry at the Robert 
Arkenstall Centre with the planning 
inspectorate. 

He said: “Can the A10 take 12,000 
more cars? Can the A14 take them as 
well? Local infrastructure will creak to 
a halt. Bricklayers and estate agents 
will benefit from Mereham but that will 
be it. 

“I care passionately about my area 
and I don’t want to see it ruined.” 

East Cambridgeshire’s first Mereham 
newsletter includes information on the 
size and make up of the proposed town 
and provides details of how residents 
can have their say and how to obtain 
“No to Mereham posters”. 

Coun Philip Read, chairman of the 
council’s planning committee, said: 
“There is no doubt that Mereham would 
be a disaster for East Cambridgeshire 
and the rest of the county. Its location is 
not sustainable in terms of the local 
economy, the environment and road 
safety.” 

The Mereham newsletter is available 
to download at www.eastcamhs.gov.uk/ 
mereham and further editions will be 
distributed before October. Coun Hunt 
urged villagers to contact their parish 
clerks to pick up campaign posters.

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Corsa VXR passes Calippo test 


■ VAUXHALL CORSA VXR... goes as fast as it looks but you need an open road to enjoy it. 


A CLEAR blue sky and a 
long road beckoned my 
colleague and I as we took 
the new Corsa VXR out for 
spin. Half an hour later, we 
had a flat tyre, no spare - 
just an inflation kit - and 
two hot-hatch shaped chips 
on our shoulders. 

Having gone from love to hate in 
60 seconds, I must admit that my 
driving and a large kerb were really 
at fault for the relationship break¬ 
down. Still, a car with no spare 
meant two girls at the mercy of kind¬ 
ly - or not so kindly - neighbours. 

Sitting in the Corsa waiting for 
the AA we made “vroom-vroom” 
noises in an effort to conjure up our 
initial enthusiasm. 

Luckily there is a touch of the 
“sporty armchair” about the 
Recaro seats, so we were happy to 
sit back and watch the world go by. 

Although normally I find overly- 
styled cars a little nauseating, for 
some reason the Corsa VXR really 
appealed. While some may not 
appreciate it, I loved the self- 
conscious stylistic detail. 

Also, with a large front cabin and 
lots of handy storage spaces, the 


Corsa offers a practical drive. 
Throwing our handbags in the back 
we spread out luxuriously while 
zooming down the motorway - or 
more accurately, slurping Calippos 
on someone else’s drive. 

With time to inspect the cabin, 
we discovered that the further you 
go back, the smaller the Corsa 
becomes. With just enough room 
for a microwave and a DVD player 
in the boot don’t invite any friends 
along if you’re going camping. 

Although a small car, this is not a 
light vehicle and I began to find the 
Corsa’s weighty frame something 
of a burden. The problem was 
largely emphasised by the amount 
of time we spent using her as a 
lounge, rather than a means of 
transport. 

To cut a long story short, Mick 
the AA man eventually arrived. 
And as my colleague swooned (and 
hugged him twice) we could see an 
end in sight. Less Thelma and 
Louise, more Sarah and Louise! 

After a three day wait for the 
Corsa’s special tyres, I was back on 
the road and wrestling with the 
tight, sporty gears in an effort to 
glide rather than bunny-hop out of 
the car park. Although this car can 
go 0-60 in eight seconds, it would 


take a much more competent driver 
than me to do it. 

This is definitely a car which 
needs to be driven. Once out on 
the road the performance is 
terrific. Sublimely powerful, with 
sharp handling and a powerful 
engine, you feel like the queen of 
the road. However, negotiating 
traffic around Staples Corner, 
you need to concentrate. I found 
it a little disconcerting not to 
able to see out the back windows 


due to the large seats and body 
design. 

For once, the overly excitable, 
trendy designers hadn’t messed 
around with the control panel. 
The dials were easy to read and 
fairly intuitive - and it comes 
with an MP3 socket. 

For me, this is a car too far. 
However, for drivers who like to 
“handle” their cars and leave 
others in the dust, the Corsa VXR 
would be a dream to own.

Pressure to 
pass test can 
risk safety 


PEER pressure to pass driving 
tests may result in dangerous 
driving among young men, a 
poll of instructors has 
revealed. 

Male candidates are under 
increasing pressure to pass, which 
could affect performance when they 
finally take to the road, the survey by 
driving school BSM found. 

In 2005, nearly three quarters of the 
drivers aged 24 and under killed or 
seriously injured on the roads were 
male. 

The survey report, entitled L-Plate 
Britain, found 61 per cent of driving 
instructors believed male learners felt 
more intense peer pressure to pass the 
test than women. 

The survey also showed: 

■ 69 per cent of instructors said male 
candidates were more confident in 
their abilities than female ones; 

■ Only 29 per cent of instructors 
reckon males passed more quickly 
than females; 

■ 88 per cent felt practising with 
parents could complement 


professional lessons, and 84 per cent 
reckoned those who had lessons with 
parents passed more quickly; 

■ Males were less likely to practise 
with parents; 

■ 79 per cent reckoned learners can 
pick up bad habits from parents, 
including not checking mirrors, 
speeding and answering mobile 
phones. 

Commenting on the report, BSM 
managing director Mike Hutter said: 
“A carefully balanced mix of 
professional training and private 
practice can obviously improve the 
chances of passing the test and create 
more safe and responsible young 
drivers. 

“However, the most important thing 
is that learners are taught to learn to 
drive for life, not just to pass their test. 

“This is clearly more challenging 
for those young people who are facing 
increased pressure to pass or those 
that are being taught bad habits by 
their parents. This is why BSM 
strongly supports the mandatory 
introduction of parental refreshers 
lessons.”

Mini’s latest Challenge 



MINI performance is to 
be taken to new levels 
with the new Mini John 
Cooper Works Challenge, 
a Mini Cooper S built 
specifically for track use 
and ready to race. 

Set for its first public 
appearance at the forthcoming 
Frankfurt Motor Show, 
deliveries of the new car will 
take place from spring 2008. 

The key changes to the car 
include a higher top speed, 
increased torque, faster 
acceleration and improved 
grip. Considering the standard 
Cooper S is a hoot to drive, the 
track version is likely to be 
fantastic. 

With power up to 210bhp 
from 175, the 0-62 time has been 
dropped by a second to 6.1 
seconds. The top speed has 
been increased to 149mph and 
the torque reaches 1911b/ft 
with “overboost”. 

The Mini’s legendary 
handling has been improved 
further with tweaks to the 


chassis and suspension to 
create a race tuned package 
with many components 
designed specifically for 
motorsport. The Dunlop tyres 
are unique to the series and, of 
course, are track legal only. 

The changes aren’t just 
under the skin though and the 
aerodynamics have been 
modified, creating a distinctly 
racy look. The changes aren’t 
just cosmetic but have been 
designed to give more 
downforce at racing speeds. 
Challenge owners get a new 
adjustable real spoiler, a rear 
diffuser and front splitter to 
give extra grip and huge brake 
discs will bring the car to a 
standstill from 62mph in just 
3.1 seconds. On top of all that, 


the weight has been reduced to 
30kg less than the previous 
challenge car. 

It must be noted that the car 
is not road legal and is only for 
track use, but with the Mini 
Challenge series becoming ever 
more popular in a host of 
countries across the world, 
there is likely to be no shortage 
of buyers. Those who are 
entered into the race series will 
receive their cars from March 
onwards. Private customers 
can expect deliveries from 
June.
